~ réSeürchers at the University 
of OkJahoma:are: involved in 
the Tornado Debris Project. 

"If this is a common event," 
Amy said. "Then tornadoes 
pose serious hazards well 
beyond the direct impact of 
their high winds." For exam- 
ple, what if a tornado hit a tox- 
ic waste dump or medical 
waste in bulk storage? 

In the past year, Amy's 
group has examined two torna- 
do events- one in Oklahoma 
and the other in Texas. 

On April 25, 1994 a strong 
tornado touched down in 
southeastern Oklahoma near 
Tuskahoma.
